and  Chairman  of  the  Peace  Pastoral 
1  983  committee,  died  January  25  in 
an  auto  accident  and  was  posthumously 
presented  an  honorary  doctor  of  divinity 
degree.  The  degree  was  accepted  by 
George  A.  Fulcher,  Sr.,  father  of 
Bishop  Fulcher. 

Speaking  in  place  of  the  late  Bishop 
Fulcher,  who  had  been  scheduled  to 
present  the  commencement  address, 
Father  Charles  Banet,  President,  urged 
the  class  of  1 984  to  be  peacemakers. 
“Every  day  —  in  our  families,  our 
neighborhoods,  on  the  job,  in  our 
country,  yes,  even  in  the  world  —  we 
either  build  peace,  stand  in  its  way,  or 
actually  tear  it  down  by  our  actions, 
decisions  and  opinions.”  Where  issues 
of  peace,  justice  and  human  rights  are 
concerned,  he  said,  anyone  and 
everyone  can  make  a  difference. 

Bishop  Fulcher  addressed  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  students  on  the  U.S.  Bishops’ 
Peace  Pastoral  last  November,  and 
Father  Banet  noted,  “here  at  Saint 
Joseph’s,  we  have  been  actively 
engaged  in  the  promotion  of  the 
pastoral  letter  on  peace. 

“With  aid  from  the  Lilly  Endowment, 
Saint  Joseph’s  will  join  with  six  other 
Catholic  institutions  in  Indiana  this  year 
in  applying  the  intellectual  gifts  of 
these  academic  communities  and  all 
the  educational  resources  of  these  col¬ 
leges  to  this  effort.”  Father  Banet 
promised  that,  “next  year  will  be  a 
year  of  scholarship  toward  peace.  We 
place  this  year  under  the  guidance  of 
Bishop  Fulcher,  a  new  member  of  the 
community  of  saints,  a  friend  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  and  a  person  who 
gave  his  life  while  acting  as  a  creator 
of  a  better  world. 

Peace  is  the  major  issue  of  our  day, 
and  if  we  do  indeed  desire  peace  in 
our  world,  we  must  work  for  justice  in 
each  and  every  one  of  our  social, 
political  and  economic  systems,”  Father 
Banet  stressed. 

He  told  the  graduates  this  was  not  a 
commencement  but  a  continuation

Saint  Joseph’s  celebrated  it’s  89th 
Commencement  exercises  on  April  29, 
with  the  awarding  of  1  85  baccalaureate 
degrees  and  2  associate  degrees  as 
well  as  23  degree  candidates. 

Co-valedictory  addresses  were 
given  by  Bridget  Caston,  B.A.,  Music, 
of  Stow,  Ohio  and  Beth  Schroeder, 
B.S.,  Accounting  /  Computer  Science, 
of  Ottawa,  Ohio  Recipient  of  the 
Alumni  Board’s  Senior  of  the  Year 
award,  Dennis  Noonan,  B.S.,  Biology- 
Chemistry,  of  Covington,  Kentucky, 
also  addressed  the  assembly. 

Bishop  George  A.  Fulcher,  spiritual 
leader  of  the  Diocese  of  Lafayette,  IN 


toward  new  educational  horizons.  Saint 
Joseph’s  general  education  program 
and  its  various  major  fields  of  study  are 
“intended  to  give  students  both  the 
career  development  /  empowerment  to 
assume  a  position  of  influence  in  the 
world  and  to  develop  in  them  a  sense 
of  commitment  to  human  values  and 
rights,”  Father  Banet  said. 

There  is  no  gap  between  the  under¬ 
graduate  experience  at  Saint  Joseph's 
and  the  real  world,  he  said,  because 
“you  have  been  studying  the  real 
world  for  all  eight  semesters.  Your 
awareness  of  the  world  —  the  whole 
world  —  and  your  imagination,  skills 
and  wisdom  to  cope  with  that  world  as 
it  is  and  as  it  should  be  have  been 
growing  all  along.” 

Father  Banet  concluded,  “peace  be 
with  you,  go  in  peace  to  take  your 
place  in  the  world  and  continue  your 
prayer:  Lord,  make  me  an  instrument 
of  your  peace.” 


Dr.  William  L.  Downard 
Dr.  Downard  has  been  teaching 
history  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College  since 
1969.  In  1976,  he  succeeded  Father 
Donald  Shea  as  Chairman  of  the  History 
Department;  he  received  the  Edwin  G. 
Kaiser  Saint  Joseph’s  Faculty  Award  in 
1  981 .  He  served  as  acting  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  academic  affairs  during  the  fall 
semester  of  1982.  Dr.  Downard  is  the 
author  of  two  books  on  brewing  and 
distilling  industries  and  wrote  a  number 
of  articles  published  in  scholarly  jour¬ 
nals.  In  1983,  he  was  selected  by  the 
American  Council  on  Education  as  an 
ACE  Fellow  in  the  1  983-84  ACE 
Fellows  Program  in  Academic  Adminis¬ 
tration.  The  fellowship  assigned  him  to 
a  number  of  other  colleges  where  he 
participated  in  task  oriented  administra- 


During  the  past  several  months,  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  has  gained  national 
attention  in  recognition  of  its  distinctive 
Core  program,  high  standards  and 
reasonable  tuition  costs. 

It  has  been  featured  in  the  March, 

1  984  issue  of  Money  magazine  as 
one  of  ten  top  colleges  in  the  country 
in  terms  of  academic  standards  which 
tuition  costs  run  25-50%  less  than 
many  schools  with  more  prestigious 
names.  The  article  points  to  Saint 
Joseph’s  approach  to  education  from  a 
Christian  perspective  and  stresses  its 
Core  curriculum. 

A  report  released  by  the  National 
Institute  of  Education  which  appeared 
in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Chronicle  for 
Higher  Education  cited  the  college's 
Core  curriculum  as  one  of  1 45  “notable 
programs,  promising  approaches,  and 
other  improvement  efforts”  undertaken 
within  the  last  decade  by  a  select 
group  of  1 20  colleges  and  universities. 
The  report,  compiled  from  materials 
from  the  National  Commission  on  Ex¬ 
cellence  in  Education,  was  prepared  to 
enable  colleges  and  universities  that 
have  made  “fragmented  efforts”  to  im¬ 
prove  their  programs  to  contact  institu¬ 
tions  with  successful  experiences. 


Trustees  and  the  Alumni  Association 
Board  of  Directors,  the  first  phonathon 
held  March  1  9-23  by  the  college  in 
several  years  achieved  record  results. 

For  five  days,  30  phones  were  staffed 
by  about  200  volunteers,  producing 
$172,500  in  firm  pledges  in  support 
of  our  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities  challenge  grant  to  endow 
the  Core  program.  Of  all  the  persons 
contacted,  32  percent  pledged  with  an 
average  gift  of  $148.  $1.2  million 
must  be  raised  by  May  31,1  986 
in  order  to  keep  the  $400,000 
allocated  to  it  by  NEH  and  the 
$1  72,500  gave  a  tremendous  boost 
to  this  ongoing  effort. 

The  entire  college  community,  but 
most  particularly  SJC’s  faithful  alumni, 
are  to  be  congratulated  for  this  truly 
outstanding  success.

Robbins  Receives  Kaiser  Award 


Father  Charles  Robbins,  pro¬ 
fessor  emeritus  of  classical 
languages,  was  named  recipi¬ 
ent  of  the  Father  Edwin  Kaiser 
Faculty  Scholar  Award  for  1  984 
at  the  annual  Academic  Awards 
Dinner  held  April  10.  The  honor 
is  bestowed  periodically  on  a 
faculty  member  in  recognition  of 
outstanding  scholarship. 

Father  Robbins  served  as  a

young  men  waiting  for  a  chance 
in  the  major  leagues  with  little 
education  and  no  direction  in  life 
beyond  baseball.

Father  Lawrence  Heiman,  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Rensselaer  Pro¬ 
gram,  says  this  sequence  re¬ 
sponds  to  a  need  for  pastorally- 
oriented  liturgical  studies  for 
church  musicians  and  others  in 
liturgical  leadership  roles. 

Musical  expertise  will  not  be 
required.  The  sequence  will 
consist  of  1 0  courses  in  liturgy 
and  will  require  three  summer 
sessions  to  complete.  The 
Rensselaer  Program  already  of¬ 
fers  sequences  which  requires 
courses  in  both  music  and  lit¬ 
urgy  and  lead  to  a  master’s  de¬ 
gree,  bachelor’s  degree,  asso¬ 
ciate  degree  or  a  certificate  in 
church  music  and  liturgy.

Scholarship  Dinner  Nets  $40,000 


The  fifteenth  annual  Trustee’s 
Scholarship  Dinner  held  April  5 
at  the  Ambassador  Hotel, 
Chicago,  netted  $40,000  to  be 
applied  to  scholarship  aid  during 
the  1  984-85  academic  year. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  for  the  independent  col¬ 
leges  to  compete  with  the  pub¬ 
lic  institutions  in  tuition  costs 
and  the  national  and  state  sup¬ 
port  of  students  in  independent 
colleges  falls  drastically  short  of 
need.  The  annual  Scholarship 
Dinner  is  one  method  by  which 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  helps 
deserving  students  bridge  the 
gap  in  financial  needs. 

By  action  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  fund  was  named 
the  George  S.  Halas  Scholar¬ 
ships  in  memory  of  Mr  Halas 
who  served  as  Trustee  member 
from  1 956  until  his  death  in  Oc¬ 
tober  1983.  His  daughter,  Vir¬ 
ginia  McCaskey,  received  a 
plaque  to  memorialize  her  father 
who  helped  initiate  the  annual 
event  and  was  a  major  sup¬ 
porter  of  the  college. 

A  plaque  was  presented  to 
Dr.  Robert  J.  Garrity  in  appreci¬ 
ation  for  his  1 2  years  of  service 
to  the  college  as  Vice  President 
for  Academic  Affairs. 

Philip  Wilhelm,  General  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Capital  Campaign 
and  Co-Chairman  of  the  Schol¬

Keith  Fingerhut,  ’58,  was  in¬ 
ducted  into  the  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  on  April  7.  Keith  was 
honored  at  a  dinner  attended  by 
former  Hall  of  Famers  and  other 
guests  of  the  college. 

Keith  is  regarded  as  one  of 
the  top  running  backs  in  the 
history  of  college.  While  the 
Pumas  compiled  an  8-1-0  re¬ 
cord  in  1  957,  Fingerhut  set  all- 
time  single-season  records  for 
most  points  scored  (80),  most 
touchdowns  rushing  (13),  most

The  college  now  sponsors 
eight  men’s  varsity  sports  and 
six  women’s  varsity  sports: 
football,  golf,  men’s  cross  coun¬ 
try,  women’s  cross  country, 
soccer,  volleyball,  women’s 
tennis,  men’s  and  women’s 
basketball,  baseball,  men’s  ten¬ 
nis,  men’s  track,  women’s  track 
and  softball. 

Women’s  softball  was  adopted 
as  the  1 4th  varsity  sport,  ending 
with  a  2-6  first  season  record. 
The  outlook  is  bright  thanks  to 
the  fact  that  this  also  was  an 
underclass-dominated  team. 

The  men’s  basketball  team 
set  two  new  records  during  the 
1983-84  season:  a  single-sea- 
son  record  for  most  free  throws 
scored  at  home,  275  in  15 
games,  and  a  record  for  fewest 
field  goal  attempts  in  a  road 
game,  38  at  Indiana  State- 
Evansville,  connecting  on  20 
tries  for  a  .526  rating.  Junior 
forward  Greg  Martin  was  named 
1  983-84  most  valuable  basket¬ 
ball  player.  His  16.3  points  per 
game  ranked  sixth  in  the  GLVC 
and  his  10.3  rebound  average 
rated  him  second  in  the  confer¬ 
ence.  Sophomore  guard  Matt 
Weber  received  the  1 1 0% 
Hustle  award  for  a  season  during 
which  he  led  in  steals  (65)  and 
assists  (135)  and  also  ranked 
third  in  scoring  and  rebounds. 
Other  special  awards  went  to 
senior  Mark  Joines,  Captain 
award,  and  the  Hank  Kressler 
Memorial  Leadership  award; 
freshman  center  Stan  Kappers, 
top  field  goal  percentage  award, 
a  6.19  rating;  and  sophomore 
guard  Brad  Conner,  team  leader 
free  throw  percentage  award,  a 
.852  rating.  Members  of  the 
junior  varsity  team  voted  fresh¬ 
man  Rick  Tolin  as  the  Best  Team 
Leader.  The  JV  program  re¬ 
sumed  this  season  after  an 
eight-year  hiatus.  The  team  had 
a  1 0-5  record. 

The  women’s  basketball  team 
finished  13-14  overall  and  3-7 
in  the  GLVC.  Sophomore  guard 
Molly  Horstman  has  been  named 
the  most  valuable  player,  first 
on  the  team  and  third  in  the  con¬ 
ference  in  assists.  Horstman 
was  also  the  Lady  Puma’s  top 
free  throw  percentage  shooter 
and  was  GLVC  Player  of  the 
Week  of  March  3.  Sophomore 
center  Linda  Wiesenhahn  was 
named  first  team  all  GLVC,  and 
junior  forward  Jenny  Crawford 
was  awarded  second  team  GLVC 
honors.  Crawford  was  also  the 
Puma’s  leading  field  goal  per¬ 


centage  shooter,  top  rebounder 
and  GLVC  Player  of  the  Week 
of  January  19.  Freshman  Judy 
Steward  was  named  GLVC 
Newcomer  of  the  Year.  Steward 
led  the  team  in  scoring  and 
steals  and  was  second  in  as¬ 
sists.  Other  special  awards  went 
to  freshman  Jenny  Nimtz,  lead¬ 
ing  in  blocked  shots;  senior  Jill 
Burnett,  the  Richard  Scharf 
Senior  Achievement  award; 
senior  Mary  Huffstetter,  Team 
Captain  award,  and  freshman 
Aimee  LaMere,  Attitude  award. 

Lady  Puma's  volleyball  team 
had  an  overall  record  of  26-20 
and  finished  third  in  the  GLVC 
tournament,  winning  two  invita- 
tionals.  Senior  Michele  Quaife 
and  junior  Sharon  Rosenow  have 
been  named  co-MVPs  for  1  983. 
Quaife  won  both  the  Captain’s 
and  Spiking  awards.  Rosenow 
won  the  Serving  award. 

The  women  tracksters  high¬ 
light  Pumas'  spring  sports  pa¬ 
rade  by  making  it  the  biggest 
day  in  the  history  of  track  and 
field  for  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 
The  Pumas  posted  a  glittering 
31-2  season  record  and  rolled 
to  the  first-ever  Little  State 
championship.  During  the  past 
two  seasons,  the  women  have 
compiled  a  cumulative  71-12 
record.  The  team’s  .939  win¬ 
ning  percentage  is  also  the 
highest  in  Saint  Joseph’s 
athletic  history,  topped  only  by 
the  SJC  football  teams  of  1941 
and  1  942  plus  a  few  College- 
ville  athletic  squads  from  the 
pre-Depression  era.  The  team’s 
roster  includes  not  a  single 
senior  to  be  lost  via  graduation. 

Despite  a  0-21  season  rec¬ 
ord,  the  men’s  underclassmen- 
dominated  track  team  steadily 
improved  its  competitiveness. 
Most  of  its  runners  will  return  to 
the  team  next  season. 

Saint  Joe’s  baseball  team 
showed  early  promise  with  a 
freshman-dominated  roster  and 
posted  a  five-game  winning 
streak  at  mid-season  finishing 
with  a  9-26  record. 

The  men’s  tennis  squad 
showed  marked  improvement 
by  turning  a  1  -8  season  of 
1983  into  a  7-6  campaign  in 
’84.
